ON the eve of Secretary Rogers 
: arrival at the U.N., there 
have been persistent rumours in 
Washington that he would soon 
offer new proposals for an in- 
terim agreement on reopening 
the Suez Canal, and that they 
would not be to Israel's liking. 

During the past two weeks, 
State Department spokesmen 
have avoided the word “press- 
ure” — a term disliked by dip- 
lomats both in Washington and 
in Jerusalem — in favour of 
the word “conditional.” It means 
the U.S. will make the additional 
supply of Phantoms and Sky- 
hawks conditional upon major 
Israeli concessions to ΕἸ it, 
including a ment to pull back 
deep into Sinai, the stationing 
of at least 750 Egyptian soldiers 
on the east bi of the Canal 
and an international force in 
between. 

This is not the first time the 
Phantoms have been used to 
pressure Israel into formulating 
a policy viewed by Washington 
as more conciliatory. It is ar- 
gued in the American capital 
that this latest manifestation of 
political pressure is not in con- 
tradiction to promises given to 
Mrs. Meir by President Nixon 
that the balance of power in the 
Middle East will not be tipped 
in Israel's disfavour. 

It is no secret that there has 
been another short-circuit in 
communications between Jeru- 
salem and Washington. The 
Americans, who have dealt with 
Cairo, and are about to resume 
talks with Moscow on the Mid- 
die East, have not always kept 
Israel informed of their moves. 
For its vart, Israel feels that 
American acquiescence in Jor- 
dan’s complaint on Jerusalem 
and the present sterile discus- |} 
sion the Security Council 
might have been prevented by 
a more resolute U.S. stand.

year and urged Belgraders to give 
Mr. Brezhnev a “cordial welcome.” 
Despite this, the crowds were 
barely half those which greeted Mr. 
Nixon and the scattered applause, 
88 one Yugoslav put it, “was most- 
ly for Tito.” 

In Moscow, Tass announced that 
Prime Minister Alexei Kosygin is 
to pay an official visit to Morocco 
next month. This brings to eight the 
number of visits Soviet leaders are 
to pay abroad before the year’s end 
in an unprecedented diplomatic of- 
fensive by the present Soviet lead- 
ership. Mr. Kosygin will also pay a 
visit to Algeria next month.

U.S. officials have voiced hope — 
but only hope — that new Israeli 
proposals couched roughly In these 
terms would elicit a positive res- 
ponse in Egypt.

HURT IN

TUNIS (UPI). — Colonel Muammer 
el-Gaddafi, president of the Libyan 
Revolutionary Council, was reported 
to have been injured last Saturday 
in a car accident which may have 
been deliberately caused, according 
to a@ reliable source in Tunis, 

Gaddafi was reportedly injured 
on the road between Tripoli and 
the airport, the source said. A lorry 
erashed with great force into his 
car, killing on the spot the motor- 
eycle policemen who were escort- 
ing the vehicle. An inquiry has been 
set up to determine whether the 
crash was an attempt on Gaddafi's 
fe or simply a traffic accident. 

According to the information 
given by the source, which did not 
make it clear If Gaddafi waa se- 
Hiously hurt, the Libyan Jeader re- 
portedly did not attend the last 
meeting of the Revolutionary 
Counell.

Malta, U.K. 
agree on 
new pact 


LONDON (UPI). — Premier Dom 
Mintoff of Malta has accepted a six- 
month interim agreement to per- 
mit use of the island's military fa- 
cllities by Britain and Nato pend- 
ing a final settlement, the British 
Foreign Office said yesterday. 

The interim agreement, under 
which Britain and Nato conditional- 
ly would pay Malta £9.9m. per year 
for use of the island's military in- 
stallations, was reached after a 
week-end conference between Mr. 
Mintoff and British Prime Minister 
Edward Heath. 

The Forelgn Office said, however, 
it Was not a final agreement, hut 
that a “total package" still had to 
be negotlated. 

The Foreign Office spokesman ex- 
plained the interim agreement, which 
calls for negotiations to a full set- 
tlement within six months, was in 
three parts: 

e@ Nato would contribute £6m. per 
year to Malta as its share. 


e Britain would add another 
£8.5m. in biJateral afd. 
@ Malta in the next six months 


would enter into bilateral talks 
with individual Nato countries for 
further financta] settlements. 

After Mr. Mintoff became Labour 
Prime Minister last June he said 
that the 1964 Anglo-Maltese defence 
agreement was in his view invalid 
and he asked for a bigger British 
financial annual payment. Under 
this ent Britain maintains 
forceg on the island and pays 
Malta £44m. a year. Br. Minton 
has been reported to have asked 
for a payment of about £20m.

UNITED NATIONS. — The U.S. 
yesterday formally submitted its 
companion resolutions designed ta 
save a seat for Nationalist China 
in the General Assembly. The two 
resolutions went to the U.N. Sec- 
retariat for publication after Ja~ 
pan announced {tt would join 12 
other co-sponsors of the move. 
The Japanese decision, announced 
in Tokyo, provided much-needed 
impetus for the U.S. drive. 

The texts were not immediately 
made public. They were to go be- 
fore the” Assembly for debate on 
October 18, with the historle vote 
expected by the end of the month.

the United Nations, 

An Albanian resolution with 19 
co-sponsors, published weeks ago, 
calls for the “restoration of the 
lawful rights of the Peking Govern- 
ment and the complete ousting of 
the Taiwan regime from ali U.N, 
hodles.” 

U.S. Ambassador George Bush 
said he expected a “flexible” attl- 
tude from Peking on the dual re- 
Presentation issue. 

Japan's decision to co-sponsor the 
U.S. resolutions was taken by Prime 
Minister Elsaku Sato despite oppo- 
sition from within his own politica] 
Party and from other national lead- 
ers, They argued that President 
Nixon's projected visit to Peking 
showed that Washington was mov- 
ing toward closer relations with 
mainland China. Japan, they felt, 
would have to do likewise and 
should do nothing to offend the Pe- 
king Government, such as joining 
the “save-the-Nationalists” move.

PARIS (INA). — France has hadly 
blundered by ignoring the fact that 
the Holy See has changed its posi- 
tion regarding Jerusalem, the French 
satirical weekly “Le Canard En- 
chaine” sald yesterday. 

Some time ago, the Lebanese Gov- 
ernment asked — upon the Insti- 
gation of the Vatican — such Ca- 
tholic countries aa France, Argen- 
tina, Italy and Belgium to support 
the forthcoming Jordanian complaint 
to the U.N. over Israeli policies io 
Jerusalem. 

After referring back to the Holy 
See, Italy, ‘Belgium and Argentina 
refused to comply with the Lebu- 
nese request. France's Foreign Min- 
ister Maurice Schumann, on the 
other hand, said he would mo- 
bilize a U.N. majority against Is- 
rael at this year's General Assem- 
bly. He added that he “knew per- 
sonally" that the Holy See was in 
favour of such 2 step, the French 
weekly continued.

Neither would there be a dazzling 
fireworks display on the alght of 
National Day, which marks Chair- 
man Mao's founding of the People’s 
Republic in 1949 when he raised 
the red flag with its five stars in 
this square following the defeat of 
the Chinese Nationalists. 

Instead, the spokesman said, there 
would be celebrations only in Pe- 
King’s many beautiful parks.

My Lai commander acquitted 


FORT MCPHERSON, Georgia (AP?. 
— Capt. Ernest Medina, the U.S. 
Army infantry commander whose 
company assaulted My Lai, was 
acquitted yesterday of all charges 
arisiug out of the My Lai operation 
of 1968. 

The jury deliberated 57 minutes 
before acquitting Medina of a 
premeditated murder charge in the 
shooting of a Vietnamese woman 
and involuntary manslaughter in 
the death of 100 civilians. 

Medina, 35, who holds an award 
for gallantry in combat, stood 
erect as the verdict was read. He 
then snapped @ salute to the jury 
foreman, Col. William Proctor.

Jerusalem Dost Arab Affairs Repurter 

Egypt's ambassador to London, 
Kamal e-Din Rif'at, said yesterday 
that Britain realiges “now more 
than ever" that the ‘Middle East 
crisis is less a conflict between the 
Arabs and Israe! than an interna- 
tional problem whose deterioration 
would have an affect on several 
countries.

Gaddafi and Hafez al-Asaad, in their 
capacity as members of the opresi- 
dential council of the tripartite fe- 
deration of their three countries. 

Prior to their meeting, South Ye- 
men’s Premler Ali Nasser Mobam- 
med will arrive in Cairo Sunday for 
a four-day visit for talks on the 
Middle East conflict, Cairo radio 
reported last night. 

Barlier, Cairo's semi-official news- 
paper “Al-Ahram” implied that the 
federation would seek treaties with 
Southern Yemen, Cyprus and Maita 
in search of “strategic advantages” 
at the major sea lanes in the re- 
gion.

The fetter, circulated among 
foreign journalists, was addressed 
to Interior Minister Nikolai Sheho- 
lokoy and the Chief Prosecutor's 
office. 

Three Jews were detained by 
plainclothes police when several 
hundred Jews gathered outside the 
synagogue last Sunday on the eve 
of Rosh Hashana, the letter seid. 

As in the case of another Jew 
detained at a similar gathering 
earlier this mouth, the three were 
later released. 

Police showed Jews at the earlier 
meeting a letter from Moscow 
Rabbi Yehuda Levin asking them 
to end such gatherings, Jewish 
sources said. 

“We resolutely protest against 
the acts of arbitrariness... on the 
part of law enforcement organs and 
demand to know who is directly 
responsible for implementing these 
acts," the group said in their letter. 

The letter added that another 
young Jew was arrested at the 
synagogue on September 11 as 
worshippers gathered for Sabbath 
prayers. 

Meanwhile, a court in Sa- 
markand has sentenced a Soviet 
Jewess to three years in prison for 
writiag "vile and insulting” letters 


to Premier Alexel Kosygin, 2 So- 
viet newspaper reported. The news- 
paper, “Pravda Vostoka” (Pravda 
of the East), published in Tashlant, 
said that Emilia Trakhtenberg wrote 
the letters anonymously in March 
1970 and February 1971 and that 
handwriting experts named her as 
the author, 


VILE" CONTENTS 

“The contents of both letters were 
so vile that it was decided that a 
criminal case and investigation 
should be started.” the paper said 
In its September 19 issue, recelved 
by mail yesterday. “She stated that 
she is subjected to ‘oppression and 
discrimination’ and deprived of the 
opportunity to leave the Soviet 
Union and to go to the West.” 

The paper said these . charges 
were groundiess because she had 
never asked permission to leave the 
Soviet Union, It portrayed her as 
an ingrate who was educated under 
the Soviet system and wanted to 
abandon it. 

Emilia Trakhtenberg was born in 
Kiev and evacuated to Samarkend 
in Central Asia during World War 
ΤΠ. Her parents were killed by the 
Nazis at Babi Yar.

Oil nations

BEIRUT (UPI). — The Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (O.P.E.C.) set the stage yes- 
terday for another world oil crisis 
by agreeing to seek a share in the 
assets and profits of companies dril- 
ling in the eleven nations. 

“Talks (with the oil companies) 
will start very: soon,” said Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani following an extraordinary 
meeting of O.P.E.C. which approved 
a resolution to seek participation in 
the ofl companies, 

Conference sources said the talks 
would be as tough as discussions 
earlier this year when O.P.HLC. 
members won additional revenues 
from the companies after threat- 
ening an embargo. Such an oil cut- 
off would have crippled West Eu- 
ropean and Japanese industry.

The self-styled Bangla Desh envoy 
Mahmud Kasim was due to return 
to India this morning, still insisting 
that he would soon return to Israel 
with a formal Bangla Desh delega- 
tion. 

Commenting on reports that the 
senior Bangla Desh representative 
in Europe had never heard of a 
Bangla Desh envoy by this name, 
Mr. Kasim said that he is known 
in New Delhi and in Calcutta by 
the name of Arun Kumar, for what 
he termed as “security reasons.” 

The 36-year-old “envoy,” who 
holds a Pakistani passport, was 
born in Sylhet, near the border be- 
tween Assam and East Pakistan, 
and moved as a child with his 
parents to Dacca. He has been 
living for the past 15 years in 
Teheran, and his Iranian-born wife 
and two children still live there. 

Mr. Kasim says that immediately 
after his arrival in New Dethi he 
wHl contact Mr. Sen Gupta, the 
head of the Bangla Desh desk at 
the Indian Foreign Ministry, and 
later expects to consult with the 
Bangla Desh leaders in exile, Act- 
ing President Nazrul Islam, Prime 
Minister Tajeddin Ahmed = and 
Foreign Minister Mustaque Ahmed.

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Bangla Desh army becomes more aggressive

NEW DELHI (ANS). — 
OR the first time, “War com- 
muniques” are being released 
by the Bangla Desh missions here 
and in Calcutta. They suggest that 
the Mukti Bahini (Liberation Army) 
has moved into a more aggressive

Still, the detailed 
data now made available warrant 
ἃ new look δὲ this Issue, which 
occupies ἃ central place im cur- 
tent public debate. Obviously, the 
erucial question is not whether in- 
comes are differentiated, nor how 
hig the differentials are, Dut whe- 
thur they are increasing or decreas- 
Ing, whether Israel is moving to- 
wards a more egaiitarlan soclety or 
towards greater class — or com- 
munal — antegonism. The statistics 
provide an unequivocal answer to 
this question — which confirms 
what everybody knows from his own 
observation — but the answer js a 
rather complex one. 

A look at the development over 
the past decade is impressive. The 
following table compares the own- 
ership of major consumer durables 
among familles of Western and of 
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INCOME GAP STILL TOO WIDE 


Eastern origin in 1960 and in 1970. 
The gap which existed ten years 
ago has by now narrowed to in- 
significant proportions. Moreover, 
this has been achteved despite the 
fact that incomes of Eastern-origin 
familles were — and still are — 
by and large lower than those of 
familles of Western orlgin, a clear 
Indication of savings accumulated 
— due to more frugal living stan- 
dards —- where a casual observer 
would not have expected.

Eradication of social differentials 
pecomes ever more costly since it 
igs the most expensive items which 
people can ieast afford The 
amounts involved in acquisition aud 
maintenance of cars are a multiple 
of that of all other consumer dur- 
ables. The outlay required for im- 
proving dwelling standands Is 
much bigger yet. The same refers 


to other consumption items such as 
foreign travel. Moreover, spread of 
ear ownership, and demand for mo- 
dern urban conveniences, require 
huge public Investments in infra- 
structure and services. Sustained 
and costly effort is also required 
in order to speed up the advance of 
educational standards where they 
lag to date. τ 

Moreover, one cannot be sure = 
the biggest outlay will achieve 
purpose if the top living standards 
continue to advance rapidly. Can 
a country so much dependent on 
productive capital spend almost 
one-third of its gross Invest- 
ment for residential construction? 
Can we increase this investment 


for residential construction? Can we | 


increase this investment even more 
in order to supply the needs of 
“newly-weds,” ete. while thelr ap- 
partments will nevertheless be 
dwarfed by ever more luxurious vil- 
jas? For all the running we may 
‘find ourselves standing in the same 
place — from the angle of equality 
— if no care is taken to reduce 
the wivance of incomes and 
living standards in order to bring 
it more into line with what we can 
afford. 

Bvidence js mounting that our 
current policy of dealing with in- 
equality is due for reappraisal, be- 
cause by continuing it we are over- 
spending ourselves, and because the 
resulting inflation is benefiting the 


rich, thus defeating its purpose, 
quite apart from warping our eco- 
nomy. However, there {s no gain- 
saying thet the problem is 8. very 
difficult one. Hitherto stress hes 
peen lafd in the main on progres- 
sive taxation and on massive sub- 
sidies to the people's cost of living. 
But the disadvantages of both me- 
thods are by now too widely recog- 
nized to need restating. Of late se- 
lective subsidies to low-wage work- 
ers have been greatly expanded, 
and by now almost one-third of 
our wage-carners benefit from these 
granta, but their impact on the will 
to work has been very negative. 


HIGHER BASIO WAGE 


As an alternative, outright rais- 
ing of low-bracket wages has been 
suggested, but that would doubt- 
less undermine the viability of 
many industries, and most probab- 
ly bring in its wake another round 
of both demand and cost inflation. 
The best approach would, probab- 
ly, be the extemsion of free public 
services (school meals, secondary 
education, public tr rental 
housing}, if they could be provided 
in an efficient manner (which is 
8 rather big #f) or by incentive 
payments Hnked to positive targets 
(eg. adequate children allowances). 

However, it should be realized 
that the nature of our social ten- 
sion is changing rapidly.

are available. Lastly, the problem 
of war profits, of clandestine kick- 
backs and bonuses, cannot be 
separated from that of the effi- 
clency and the integrity of our ad- 
ministration.

GAZA. — A 20-year-old terrorist 
from the Jebalya refugee camp, 
Suber Subhi’ Abu Mutar, was 
sentenced here yesterday to 12

145, when Abu Mutar attacked a 
group of four soldiers sitting on a 
railway enbankment.

from changing its telephone number. 
(Thousands of Jerusalem numbers 
are being changed as of tomorrow 
afternoon.) 

The High Court rejected the ori- 
oon application, ‘as well as Bree 
ἢ τ Ql ‘for a temporary injunction. 
- ἐκ But it ‘did’ issue an order’ nisi ‘call- 
ing on the Minister of Communica- 
Hons to show cause, within 10 days, 
why the firm should not be allowed 
to retain its present number, pre- 
faced by the number 2. 

In its application, Packard argued 
that its Israel offices were respon- 
sible for the installation and main~ 
tenance of electronics equipment 
throughout Israel, Africa and Asian 
countries. Telephone communication 
with its clients is an integral part 
of its business, and changing the 
number would seriously disrupt these 
communications. 

The applicants stated that this 
would be the fourth time its tele- 
phone number was changed.

Teachers may 
boycott some 
schools today 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — Some secondary 
schools in a small number of rural 
communities may be closed this 
morning; teachers plan to boycott 
them to protest the fact that 
benefits they should have received 
five months ago have not yet been 
paid. 1 

The danger of a more widespread 
strike around the country has been 
averted, however, as the great 
majority of cities and local councils 
by yesterday managed to pay 
teachers their full benefits (or, in 
somé cases, 90 per cent of the 
sums due them). 

The teachers had threatened to 
boycott every school whose administ- 
ration had not been able to make 
payments after the Rosh Hashana 
holiday. Secondary School Teachers 
Association Chairman Reuven Avi- 
ram told The Jerusalem Post, how- 
ever, “We may not call a strike in 
all the places in which teachers 


whave pot yet received their pay- 


ments. In cases where we are given 
guarantees of payment by next 
week, we plan to wait. 

“The strike will affect only very 
few places. All the large cities, 
townships and local councils have 
Satisfied us by coming up with 
the funds, albeit at the last 
moment.” 


25% of high 


schoolers smoke 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Most high school 
students today have never smok- 
ed — and do not intend to, but 
one out of four smokes regular- 
ly. This emerges from a survey 
of 2,000 students in the four large 
cities just completed by the Min- 
istry of Health. 

Of the total, 57 per cent claim- 
ed that they had never tasted a 
cigarette; another 11 per cent 
said they had tried smoking but 
had given up in disgust. Some 
32 per cent smoke regularly; and 
of these only about one-quarter 
smoke every day — the -rest 
only occasionally. 

Of those who smoke, about 
half began when they were 14 
or 15 years old. 

The smokers gave three main 
reasons for starting to smoke: 
their friends smoked; to show 
others that they were grown-up; 
and pure curiosity.

versity's Adult Bducation Depart-

terday. Mother Superior “Aline, who. 


was 60, organized and directed an 
Arabic-Hebrew ulpon at her con- 
vent, the Sisters of Zion, on the 
Via Dolorosa, from July, 1967. 
Since then, 1,000 Jews and Arabs 
have graduated from the ulpan, 
each having learned the language 
of the other. 

Dr. Yaron, who set up the ulpan 
together with Mother Superior Aline, 
said ‘that her achievement lay in 
her vision of co-existence and her 
realization that “If you can't make 
8. big peace, ycu can at least start 
with a small one." 

The Sisters of Zion are devpted 
to better understanding between 
Christians and Jews in general. 
Mother Superior Aline, Dr. Yaron 
said yesterday, was “a true friend 
of Israel and the Jewish people.” 
She was an independent, modern- 
thinking woman, who did not wear 
ἃ habit; and she stuck to her own 
opinions, particularly her position 
about Israel, often in the face of 
opposition, Dr. Yaron said.

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Corruption in football 


(Continged from page one) 

tee believes that running the pool 
purely out of the profit motive 
“created a powerful pressure in the 
direction of corruption. A public 
councll which sees its sole aim to 
keep gambling revenues soaring, by 
definition does not see the whole 
picture.” 

The Committee hopes that with 
the removal of the representatives 
of interested organizations, the Gam- 
bling Council will more readily act 
to prevent corruption — even at the 
expense of detering the big-time 
gamblers. The report recalls sourly 
how Gambling Council Chairman In- 
bar gave evidence that big-time 
gambling (by permutation and 
match-buylng) was impracticable — 
only to recant later, when other 
witnesses proved it was not only 
practicable, but practised. 

The report also recalls the evi- 
dence of Mr. Shalom Yarkoni, head 
of the private detective firm Mo- 
di'in Ezrahi, who was asked by the 
Gambling Council's lawyer to tread 
carefully when his investigations 
into match-fixing led him onto the 
tracks of big-tlme Toto gambiers, 

As concrete moves to remedy the 
faults, the report recommends that: 
entry forms carry name, address 
and identity number; the first prize 
be limited and not allowed to mount 
up week after week; second and 
third prizes should be raised; stakes 
Should be Lmited; no sporting or- 
ganization, club, official, trainer, re- 
feree or player be allowed to bet, 


own or manage a Toto bocth, or ye 


have any other connection with the 
pool. 

Several of these points have al- 
ready been implemented ty the 
present Gambling Council. The last 
Point follows revelations ta the 
Committee of players and officials 
owning booths {e.g. Jerusalem Be- 
tar's goalkeeper Sorinov and Tel 
Aviv Shimshon's manager Amos 
Tov) and of Mr. Jerry Beit-Halevi 
beIng at one and the same time a 
member of the F.A. Executive, a 
Member of the Maccabi Executive, 
ἃ partner In Gesher Ltd. — the 
firm which operates the Toto (and 
also owns several booths) — a 
partner himself in severai booths, 
a member of the Gambling Coun- 
etl, and one of the twa men who 
decide on the Toto fixture lst. 
“And we don't know If we've ex- 
hausted the whole list,” the Com- 
mittee adds, 


NOT EXPLICIT 

The report does not explicitly re- 
commend that the newly constituted 
Gambling ‘Council take over the ac- 
tual operation of the Toto, to the 
exclusion of Gesher Ltd. (the law 
at present empowers the Gambling 
Councell to delegate the operation of 
the pool, and the Council commis- 
sioned Gesher, which ran a pool 
before the law was passed in 1967). 
What it does say is that “the Gam- 
bling Council must maintain con- 
stant and scrupulous sont of the 
gambling , hall 
their stages.” 


Distribution of Toto money to 
sporting bodies (over Ik11m. was 
distributed last year) ahould be in 
the hands of a special fund run, by 
the Ministry of Education. A com- 
mittee of public figures from the 
workd of sport — tacli mem- 
bers of the F.A. — should be set 
up to advise on distribution. 

Every recipient of Toto money 
should be obliged to present the 
Gambling Council with a detailed 
account of how this money was 
spent, complete with audited ac- 
counts. 


The second part of the Commit- 
tee’s recommendations concerns the 
structure of football itself. The 
Committee rejects as “unrealistic 
under the present circumstances” 
the suggestion that the clubs be 
cut adrift from the three partisan 
sporting organizations (Hapoel, Mac- 
cabt and Betar) and function as 
independent entities. 

“At the same time a system 
Should be {atroduced which would 
curb the explottation of football for 
Political ends, and also facilitate 
the existence of clubs not affillated 
to the sporting organizations, but 
based on local affiliation." 

‘The Committee rejected an argu- 
ment that the running of the sport 
be removed entirely from the hands 
of the F.A, and be vested in a spe- 
clally appointed Government body. 
“What is Important is not the ad- 
ministrative framework which runs 
the game, but how the game ts 
rua." The Committee does, however, 
firmly recommend that the Gov- 
ernment have greater influence and 
representation on the F.A. “It must 
be ensured that elections to the 
F.A.'s varlous bodies be held in a 
democratic spirit, without their re- 
sults having been pre-arranged by 
the sporting organizations..." 

PLAIN LANGUAGE 

Another recommendation, phrased 
in very plain language, reads: “It is 
not desirable that members of the 
F.A. Executive serve for several 
terms. Long service severs their 
inks with those they represent and 
turns thelr activities into profes- 
sional officialdom with all its un- 
wholesome repercussions. It would 
be desirable to attract younger men 
as F.A. officials, including ex-play- 
ers.” 

These recommendations are pre- 
ceded in the report by a wholesale 
condemnation of the present F.a. 
and Hapoel hierarchy, A chapter 
headed “The Failures of the Sport- 
ing Organizations and the ἘΠῚ." be- 
gins: “There ts no doubt that (the 
corruption) was weli known... The 
sporting bodies knew what was hap- 
pening, ignored it and pretended 
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that they heard nothing, saw noth- 
ing and knew nothing of the prob- 
lems which it was their public duty 
to face.” 

The Committee goes on to re- 
count the numerous Investigations 
into various aspects of football 
commissioned over the last few 
ars — all without tangible re- 
sults. In 1965 two accountants were 
charged by Hapoel to investigate 
“to what extent the rule of 
amateurism was being observed." 
Their answer: it was not observed 
at all, with clubs resorting to 81} 
sorts of bookkeeping tricks to 
circumvent it. Some clubs hardly 
kept books at 811. Some treasurers 
paid cheques from their own ac- 
counts. Unexplained payments were 
recorded; bonds were issued by 
clubs to thelr supporters in return 
for loans; players were treated to 
lavish dinners and trips on the 
club's expense. 


NO CONTROL | 


The Committee declares itself 
particularly shocked that the F.A. 
exelcises πὸ control whatever over 
the finances of the Individual clubs. 
“This lack of control over fimances 
is one of the important causes of 
the deterioration which has set in, 
and ultimately creates an atmo- 
sphere in which all kinds of cash 
deals are made by players and offi- 
clas.” 

Apart from circumventing the 
rule of amateurism, one of the main 
motives clubs have in not keeping 
books is to dodge income tax, the 
Committee notes. 

The “czars” of football knew all, 
and ‘did nothing.

It was their duty 
to encourage the positive develop- 
ment of sport and go all out to 
protect it from negative phenomeza. 
In this the senior officials of the 
FA. have failed” It was not 8 
matter of isolated instances of cor- 
ruption, but “a policy of inaction 
in the face of serlous phenomena 
which went on for years. 

“Despite the great sorrow which 
we feel at reaching this conclusion, 
we must state clearly that the ru- 
mours about match-fixing for money 
during the 1970-T1 season have a 
firm foundation in fact — whether 
the source of the money was foot- 
ball clubs or Toto gamblers.” The 
Committee traces the history of 
match-tixing back to the days when 
teanys would give away games to 
“sister teams” — ie. teams in the 
same organization. The next deve- 
lopment was match-fixing for money 
— but still out of footballing in- 
terests; and then finally match- 
fixing by Toto gamblers. 

MATCH-FIXING 

A prime example of proven match- 
fixing was the Hadera Hapoel-Bnei 
Yehuda game last season. The Com- 
mittee states that it has grounds 
for suspecting that the bribe money 
which Hadera Hapoel's Hamami 
gave to Bnel Yehuda's Cohen did 
in fact come from Hadera sources 
— elther the club's own funds or 
from. its supporters. As regards Je- 
rusalem Hepoei's astonis!

ZE'EVI EXONERATED 

~The Committee exonerates the 
F.A.'s present chairman, Mr. Yitz- 
hak Ze'evi, who only took up the 
post last year, and immediately 
commissioned a private detective 
agency to seek out and deter cor- 
ruption. Those responsible for the 
corruption were named as: Mr. Zvi 
Brim, “a central figure in football 
ever since 1956;" Mr. Azrikam Milc- 
zan, since 1956 with a four-year 
break; Mr. Michael Almog, since 
1954 with a six-year break; Mr. Ye- 
huda Lillian, since 1962; Mr. Yifz- 
hak Meshulam, since 1958; Mr. Yi- 
gal Griffel, since 1958. 

Typifying these men’s approach, 
the report cites the evidence of Yitz- 
haz Meshulam, F.A. Executive mem- 
ber and “boss” of Jerusalem Hapoel. 
He “did not feel he had done any- 
thing wrong ‘by being a party to 
the deal with Hapoel ‘Hadera, which 
offered Jerusalem incentive money 
to beat Petah Tikva Maccabi and 
save Hadera from relegation, Asked 
if incentives from third parties were 
normal, be replied that they were, 
and added that anyway he was in- 
terested in helping Hadera Hapoel 
“because we belong to the same or- 
ganization." 

“In general,” the report says, 
“we gained the impression from the 
appearance before us of the senior 
football offictals particularly 
those who have been in office for 
many years — that their feeling 
of public morality is dulled, and 
that their desire for clean sport 
is lacking.”

As regards “shamateurism,” the 
Committee declares that the present 
rules must be changed, but does not 
consider ttself qualified to suggest 
what ought to be enacted in their 
stead. The final recommendation is

The report ends: “The claim was 
repeatedly made before us by the 
heads of the country’s sport that 
the situation in football is no worse 
than the general situation of Israeli 
society.

Doctors’ 24-hour 
strike cut to 
two hours today

TEL AVIV. — The day-long strike 
of the country's doctors, which was 
to have started this morning, haa 
been shortened to a two-hour strike, 


which will take place between ten- 


am. aud noon. The strike comes to 
protest acts of hooliganism against 
pathologists. 

* “We decided to take this step, 
following an appeal by the Minister 
of Police, who assured us that the 
police have done, and will continue 
to do, everything in thelr power 
to apprehend those responatble for 
these reprehensible acts,” Dr. Noah 
Kaplinsky, chairman of the Israel 
Medical Association, stated yester- 
day. He added that he hoped that 
the police would continue to round 
up the perpetrators.

‘Sapir: Israelis 
don't face 
reality ~

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
reiterated last night to a special 
Jerusalem Labour Council meeting 
that the problem facing the Israel 
economy today is that people don’t 
recognize the situation in which 
they live. Defence expenditure, 
balance of payments deficits, dangers 
on our borders and girls with 
suiteases full of bombs on our 
planes — these are the reality, he 
stated. 

Mr. Sapir had invited himself to 
Meet the Council following sharp 
criticism of his policies voiced at an 
earlier meeting. He ran into a 
barrage of complaints last night, 
too, about price rises after the 
devaluation and the generally 
weakened purchasing power of the 
wage-earner over the past couple 
of years.

BILAT. — Shift workers in the 
desalination plant here have decided 
that, as of today, they are not 
going to sleep after completing thelr 
shifts. This is their latest move in 
the still-unsettled dispute between 
workers and management over the 
former’s demands for an additional 
man on each shift in order to 
operate the second desalination unit. 

‘This unit has in fact been operat- 
ing since mid-August, when the men 
were served back-to-work orders. 
Up to now they have been com- 
plying. 

According to ἃ shift workers" 
Spokesman, the new tactic means 
that the workers will go on a “no- 
sleep” strike’ — that is, they will 
work until they are so exhausted 
that they will be physically inca- 
pable of obeying the compulsory 
work order. 

‘The spokesman said an agreement 
was reached with the management 
on August 24 that the additional 
Manpower would be taken on 
against guarantees by the men that 
they would neither call any more 
strikes nor cut off the town's water 
supply.
